Plans Sngitested to Avoid the 


Exhorbitant 
Insurance 


Hates.

The time has not yet come for the re- 


sults of the Stoughton [Cre to be fully 
appreciated. 
Thus far, only 
faintly 


shadowed ' forebodings, which fail to 
comprehend the true significance of that 
disaster.'.have but lightly touched the 
minds of thoao who should bo deeply 
interested. 


The mott serious resells are, tbo rise 


in insurance rates. What every one sup- 
posed to bo a temporary flurry in rates 
has proved to be a [long drawn, disgust- 
ing system of [crawfishing [and bulldoz- 
ing. 


Under the new regime, itjwill be im- 


practicable t o . procure the necessary 
amount of insurance even though • they 
pay the exhorbitant | rates demanded by 
those legalized freebooters of commerce, 


Some ',of the companies havo estab 


hskocl 3 per cent as the minimum rate for 
wooden 
detached 
warehouse, while 


among groups of warehouses the rates 
run ae high as G per cent, and but very 
few 'companies who will write at that 
rats even. 


Upon the former basis of tobacco busi- 


ness, such rates are inconsistent with a 
successful management. 


The dealers say they cannot and will 


not pay over 2 per cent aa they can get it 
for that rate in otber parts of .the conn- 
try. 
H If the business is continued, m it pro- 
bably will be, who will pay this increase 
of rates? Who else, beside the farmers, 
can this burden bo saddled upon? 


The situation rosolvns 
itself 
into 


the following question: 
How are the 


farmers to avoid paying the insurance 
companies the surplus rates? 
There 


seems to be but one answer,. the rate 
must be reduced, or in case of failure of 
that measure, then let'protection asso-. 
oiations be formed, powerful enough to 
overcome the incumbrances placed on 
the tobacco trade by the insurance com- 
panies. 


Let these associations erect utono aud 


brick buildings, to be usad for storage 
only, from which let all fire be excluded. 
In such buildings they can insure them- 
selves, but should they wish other in- 
surance it can be procured for lj<i per 
cant Around such storage placra the 
tobacco trade will gather. 


Twenty-five out of tbo thirty-one ware- 


houses at EJcorton are rendered com. 
paratively worthless by -reason of the 
enormous rates exacted. 


There is now suitable accommodatio ns 


for storing only about 10,000 coses in 
Edgerton, where storage for 2G,000 ore 
needed. A warehouse coating 35,000 will 
pay 10 per cent, on investment, and will 
draw 8150,000 of extra business. Where- 
ever these storage warehouses are built, 
the tobacco trade will inevitably follow. 
That business which has so long been 
sought for, is now seeking.
